WHEREAS, by order filed June 1,2001, appointments were made to the Juvenile 

Protection Rules Committee for terms that expired on June 30, 2004. In June 2004, the 

terms of service were extended for an additional 120 days, to October 28,2004. 

WHEREAS it is anticipated that amendments to the Rules of Juvenile Protection 

Procedure, Rules of Adoption Procedure, Rules of Guardian Ad Litem Procedure for 

Juvenile and Family Court, and related Guardian Ad Litem rules [hereinafter “the Rules”] 

will be necessary due to ongoing revisions in case law, best practices, and federal and 

state statutes. 

NOW, THEREFORE, IT IS HEREBY ORDERED THAT: 

1. The Minnesota Supreme Caurt Juvenile Protection Rules Committee is 

hereby established to: 

a. Review federal and states statutes, federal and state case law, and 

state and national best practices regarding the Rules; 

b. Monitor -implementation of, and consider requests for revisions to, 

the Rules; and 

C. Submit to the Court recommendations for necessary revision of the 

Rules. 
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2. At least annually the Committee shall report to the Court any 

recommendations for revision of the Rules. Annual reports shall be submitted by 

December 15. 

3. The Honorable Timothy Bloomquist, District Court Judge, is appointed as 

Committee Chair.
